If I had a brain in my 
head and an even moder¬ 
ately well developed sense 
of diplomacy, I’d let this 
‘denied Mills Act’ thing 
just die.

asked to absorb a tax hit 
(what do you think hap¬ 
pens to the thousands of 
dollars that comes out of 
the revenues side of the 
general fund? It doesn’t 
get made up in sales tax 
revenue, which in Sierra 
Madre pays for maybe 
three police officers per 
year. Don’t tell me what 
Monrovia does with the 
Mills Act; they have auto 
dealerships. But I digress) 
anyway...because the en¬ 
tire public at large is being 
asked to absorb a tax hit, 
the entire public at large 
must derive a benefit from 
the property. At the very 
least, we all want to see 
what we’re paying for. 

Kris Miller Fisher’s 
house, which was granted 
a Mills Act contract, was 
thrown up in everyone’s 
face, and wrongfully so on 
two counts. First of all. 
Miller Fisher SUPPORT¬ 
ED the Duvalls. So it 
wasn’t like she was saying, 
“It’s OK for me, but not 
for you.” Secondly and 
more importantly. Miller 
Fisher’s house is in 
CLEAR PUBLIC VIEW. 
That’s why the sentence I

Not that your 
house isn’t good enough, 
it’s not nice enough, 
you’re not on the City 
Council, or anything like 
that. Just that there isn’t a 
clear public benefit. The 
whole City is being asked 
to pay for something that 
the whole City can’t enjoy. 
Straight out of the selec¬ 
tion criteria. No, Virginia, 
there is not a conspiracy. 

p.s. NICE (sic) editori¬ 
al in yesterday’s Pasadena 
Star News stating that the 
City Council should have 
granted the Mills Act. I 
didn’t know that anyone in 
Pasadena knew what the 
Mills Act was, actually; 
Despite having a city ex¬ 
tremely rich in history, 
Pasadena has NO Mills 
Act contracts in effect. 
None. Zero. Not one. 
That’s 14 fewer than Sier¬ 
ra Madre. If I were writing 
an editorial in a Pasadena 
newspaper about a dearth 
of Mills Acts, I’d start by 
asking MY City Council 
why there aren’t ANY in 
Pasadena.

Lxioks Bright

Arcadia Mayor Gary Kovacic last night gaye 
Arcadia’s second annual “State of the City” address, 
continuing the tradition Robert Harbicht started last 
year. Kovacic touched on the past 12 months in Arcadia 
life, and looked ahead to the next 12, as the packed 
Council chambers listened attentiyely. 

The meeting began on a somber note, with Mayor 
Kovacic calling for a moment of silence in memory of 
John Chan, killed Tuesday night in a traffic accident at 
Baldwin and Huntington. After then introducing vari¬ 
ous audience members (including the Arcadia High 
School Constitution Team, just back from a trip to Sac¬ 
ramento where they finished second in the State finals) 
Mayor Kovacic looked back over the past 12 months. 
Among points Kovacic brought up were the following; 

It was last March that the Hilton Garden Inn and 
Mariott Fairfield were approved. When completed, 
these hotels are expected to bring Arcadia some 
$400,000 annually in transient occupancy taxes. In 
April, the Farmers' Market debuted. Also in April, an 
election took place with four of the five City Council 
seats up for grabs. 

June saw the passage of the first balanced budget in 
Arcadia in seven years. Kovacic credited the past Coun¬ 
cil with beginning to make the cuts that would see 
Arcadia out of deficit spending, and credited City Man¬ 
ager Bill Kelly with providing strong leadership at the 
staff level. Among highlights in the passage of the cur¬ 
rent budget was the reopening of the Arcadia Public 
Library on Fridays. 

In July, Council rejected a proposal to consolidate 
fire protection services with Los Angeles County; a 
study by AFD management analysts revealed the pro¬ 
posal to be significantly more expensive than the cost 


of continuing to run a self-sufficient department. Sep¬ 
tember saw the City's first Town Forum, and agreement 
to bring retail giant R.E.I. into town, and a $70,(X)0 State 
grant for a literacy program at the Library. 

In October, the Council passed the request for lights 
at Dana and First Avenue schools, to provide evening 
soccer fields. November saw the acceptance of a 
$300,0(X) donation from the Gilb Foundation for a new 
historical museum. In December, Santa Anita was sold 
to Frank Stronach, and the City received recommenda¬ 
tions from the Citizens Financial Advisory Committee, 
many of which were adopted as goals. 

Kovacic noted that he didn't want to avoid the tough 
issues, and addressed the Council's endeavors to con¬ 
struct “the toughest adult business ordinance allowable 
by law.” He also mentioned such projects as the tree 
lighting ceremony and summer concert series, both the 
best to date, and the Valley's most comprehensive pro¬ 
grams for senior citizens. “1998 was a very good year 
in the life of Arcadia,” he concluded. 

Which brought him to 1999. Items to look ahead to 
include: 

New development at Santa Anita. He called 
Stronach's plans for the property “creative,” and noted 
“Some of his ideas will be embraced; some will be ques¬ 
tioned.” He called the issue a classic example of prop¬ 
erty owner's rights vs. character of the town, and noted 
the importance of mall/race track synergy, and compat¬ 
ible development. 

Other locations to keep an eye on include the old 
Foulger Ford site, and Live Oak, which the Developmen¬ 
tal Services Department and the Chamber of Commerce 
are working together to market. Also on the development 
horizon, a proposal for 31 1/2-acte homes at the Anokia 
property has been submitted. The Gilb family donation 
will be used on a new, permanent historical museum site

this year. The future of the Farmers’ Market will be de¬ 
bated, and a Street Trees Master Plan will be developed. 

Mayor Kovacic took a moment to compliment the 
City's employees, whom he called “exceptional” in their 
caring, conunitment, and dedication of service. He noted 
that the Youth Master Plan has taken too long to imple¬ 
ment, and pledged his support to YMP programs in the 
upcoming budgetary discussions. 

Other possibilities include a regional recreational park 
at Live Oak and Peck, a new Police Station (necessary, 
with the population of both Arcadia and the Police De¬ 
partment having more than doubled since the construc¬ 
tion of the current facility.) Various funding mechanisms 
exist, each with pluses and minuses. 

“The financial position looks very positive,” he noted, 
adding, “Financial recovery is slow but steady.” This 
year's budget is expected to finish some $700,(X)0 in the 
black, with more money available for Youth Master Plan 
programs. Library books, code enforcement, public 
safety, increase maintenance, more days open at Wilder¬ 
ness Park, and a cost of living increase for City employ¬ 
ees, to name just some of the possibilities. 

To his fellow City Councilmembers, Kovacic said, “I 
hope we all will remain true to our commitment to the 
voters.” To his fellow Arcadians, he urged them to “em¬ 
brace our rich diversity. If you’re not involved, get in¬ 
volved. If you are involved, stay involved. We need each 
other to keep Arcadia great.” 

Kovacic concluded: 

“Arcadians are very special... 

Their kids are all right... 

The budget is balanced... 

And the future looks bright” 

He then thanked the crowd for coming, and stepped 
away from the podium to a standing ovation.

Towner To Retire 

On Tuesday evening Dr. Terrence M. Towner an¬ 
nounced his retirement as Superintendent of The Arcadia 
Unified School district effective this summer. Towner 
is completing his ninth year as Superintendent having 
come to the district in 1990. 

In his announcement to the Board, Towner stated his 
pleasure with the progress and accomplishments of the 
District over this period. He cited the passage of a bond 
issue that renovated all District facilities, the District’s 
technology efforts, the relationships with District em¬ 
ployee groups, the peer review system of teacher evalu¬ 
ation, and the implementation of site-based decision¬ 
making as a few of these accomplishments. 

The Board received the announcement with mixed 
emotions. “We certainly don’t want him to leave” said 
Mrs. Maryann Gibson, Board president. “We will miss 
him greatly but we know that he thrives on the challenge 
of change and wants to pursue other opportunities in the 
field of educational leadership. 

When asked about a successor to Towner, Mrs. 
Gibson state that the Board has been very happy with 
the direction of the district and at its February 23rd 
meeting will be discussing the selection of Towner’s suc¬ 
cessor. “We like the direction we have been taking and 
the results we are seeing for our students,” Gibson said.
